8, 38 " contains merely " etc Mifyrov €7reju7rov, ks?£vovte<; atpiGt rbv ' Agtvoxov 
/3ot/8eiv " ! It can hardly be supposed that L. and S. translate this " ordering 
them to help Astyochus." But if they do not mean that, what do they mean ?
